On Au gu st 1, the su pply ing of war 
indu stries with common labor will 
be centralized in the U. S. Employ ­ 
ment Serv ice of the Department of 
Labor and all independent recru iting 
of common labor by m anu factu rers 
hav ing a pay roll of more than 100 
men will be div erted to the U. S. E m ­ 
ploy ment Serv ice. 
This is in accord­ 
ance with the decision of the W ar 
Labor Policies Hoard and approv ed 
by the President on J u ne 17 . (The 
W ar Labor Policies Hoard is com 
posed of representativ es of the War, 
Nav y , and Agricu ltu ral Departments, 
the Shipping Hoard and the E m e r ­ 
gency Fleet Corporation, the War i n­ 
du stries Board, and the Food. Fu el, 
and Railroad Administrations. 
Its 
chairman is Felix Frankfu rter, As­ 
sistant to the Secretary of Labor.) 
The abov e action was fou nd nec­ 
essary t oov ercome a periolou s short­ 
age of u nskilled labor in war indu s­ 
tries. This shortage was aggrav ated 
by an almost u niv ersal practice of 
labor stealing and poaching. 
While the restrictions against the 
priv ate employ ment of labor apply 
only to common labor at the present 
time, these restrictions will, as soon 
as possible, be ex tended to inclu de 
skilled labor. 
In the meantime, re ­ 
cru iting of skilled labor for war pro­ 
du ction will be su bject to federal 
regu lations now being prepared. 
This drastic change in the Nation’s 
labor program has been fou nd neces­ 
sary in order to protect the employ er 
ami the employ ed, 
to conserv e the 
labor su pply of the commu nities and 
to cu t down u nnecessary and ex pen­ 
siv e labor tu rn-ov er (which, in some 
cases ,is as high as 100 per cent a 
week), and to increase the produ c­ 
tion of essentials. 
W hile non-essential indu stries will 
be drawn u pon to su pply the neces­ 
sary labor for war work, the with­ 
drawal w ill be condu cted on an eq u it­ 
able basis in order to protect the in­ 
div idu al employ er as mu ch as pos­ 
sible. 
Under 
the 
operating 
methods 
adopted, the cou ntry has been div id­ 
ed into thirteen 
federal 
districts, 
each district in charge of a su perin­ 
tendent or the U. S. Employ ment 
Serv ice. 
The states within each dis­ 
trict are in tu rn in charge of a 
Slate Director, who has fu ll control 
of t lie* serv ice within his state. 
In each commu nity there is being 
formed 
a 
local 
commu nity 
labor 
board, consisting of a representativ e 
of tlie U. S. Employ ment Serv ice, a 
representativ e of employ ers and a 
representativ e of the employ ed. This 
board will hav e ju risdiction ov er re 
cru iting and distribu ting labor in its 
locality . 
A su rv ey of the labor req u irements 
is being made and in ort^er that eaeti 
commu nity may be fu lly protected, 
ru lings hav e been issu ed that no la­ 
bor shall lie transported ou t of any 
commu nity by the U. S. Employ ment 
Serv ice withou t the approv al of the 
State Director, nor shall any labor 
bo remov ed by the Serv ice from one 
state to another withou t the approv al 
of the U. S. Employ ment Serv ice at 
Washington. 
Ev ery effort will be 
m ade to discou rage any mov ements 
from commu nity to commu nity or 
state to state by any other serv ice. 
This labor program has the a p ­ 
prov al of all produ cing departments 
of the gov ernment, throu gh the War 
Labor Policies Hoard. 
It mu st be u nderstood that farm 
labor will be protected, for the indu s­ 
trial program distinctly inclu des spe­ 
cial efforts to keep the farmer su p­ 
plied with labor. 
The req u irement that 
u nskilled 
labor mu st be recru ited throu gh the 
sole agency of the U. S. Employ ment 
Serv ice does not at present apply in 
the following liv e cases: 
1. 
Labor which is not directly or 
Indirectly solicited. 
2. 
Labor for the railroads. 
3. 
Farm labor— to be recru ited in 
accordance 
with 
ex isting arrange ­ 
ment with Department 
of Agrieu l- 


l u i e . 
4. 
Labor for non-war work. 
5. 
Labor 
for 
establishments 
whose max imu m force does not ex ­ 
ceed one hu ndred. 
W hen the su rv ey of labor req u ire­ 
ments has been made and the aggre­ 
gate demand for u nskilled labor in 
war work is fou nd, each state will 
be assigned a q u ota, representing the 
common labor to be drawn from 
am ong men engaged in non-essential 
indu stries in that stale. 
These state q u otas will in tu rn be 
distribu ted among localities. 
With 
in each locality , employ ers in non­ 
war work, inclu ding those who are 
only partially In war work, will be 
asked to distribu te the local q u otas 
from time to time amongst them ­ 
selv es. 
Qu otas by localities and in­ 
div idu als are to be accepted as read­ 
ily as they are for Liberty Loan and 
Red Cross campaigns. 
This plan of 
labor q u otas Is a protection for all 
com rau riities. 
The object is 
to kq sfi any com­ 
mu nity from being drained of labor, 
and to u se local su ppx y ns far as pos­ 
sible, for local demand. 
The situ a ­ 
tion, howev er, is su ch that in certain 


cases some men may hav e to be 
transported ov er long distances. 
You will note from the abov e ou t­ 
line tha t this i. 
’ ihably the most 
drastic action tha t the Gov ernment 
has taken since pu tting the National 
Army draft into effect. 
The absolu te 
necessity for this program can be 
seen when it is realized that in Pitts­ 
bu rgh, for instance, there are adv er­ 
tisements calling for men to go to 
Detroit; while in Detroit street cars 
there are posters asking men to go 
to Pittsbu rgh. 
This same condition 
is ap p arent 
all 
ov er 
tho 
United 
States and in the conseq u ent shifting 
of labor a great part of ou r war ef­ 
fort is dissipated. 
Becau se of y ou r official position, 
we are taking the liberty of asking 
that y ou , by proclamation or other­ 
wise. as may seem best, m ake this 
situ ation plain to the people of y ou r 
commu nity , as well as to y ou r v ari­ 
ou s indu strial and labor 
organiza­ 
tions— this to the end that the whole­ 
hearted su pport of the Nation may 
be giv en to the Gov ernment in Hi is 
v ital matter, since it is only throu gh 
u nited action tha t adeq u ate resu lts 
can be obtained in the present emer­ 
gency .
